About the workplace 


The Swedish Museum of Natural History is one of the largest institutions of its kind in Europe. The museum combines an 
ancient tradition and unique collections with world-leading research in geology, paleontology, botany and zoology. The 
museum also has extensive activities in environmental monitoring. The department for bioinformatics and genetics 
conducts research and development work in population genomics, phylogenetics and biodiversity informatics. The unit also 
houses a modern DNA laboratory and we host a national research infrastructure in biodiversity informatics. The unit is now 
looking for one system developer. 


You will work as a systems developer within the Swedish Biodiversity Data Infrastructure (SBDI), a national research 
infrastructure funded by the Swedish Research Council and eleven universities and research authorities in Sweden (with 
the Swedish Museum of Natural History as principal). SBDI is an e-infrastructure that makes biodiversity data available and 
provides researchers and other users with powerful tools for modeling and analyzing ecosystem processes at the local, 
regional or global level. The information comes from, among others, natural history collections, genetic analyzes, 
monitoring programs, research projects and amateur biologists’ findings. 


The technical platform for SBDI is based on open source code that is developed in international cooperation between 
universities and authorities in many countries, but especially within the so-called Living Atlases Community (https://living- 
atlases.gbif.org/); the original code base comes from Australia. The technical work in Sweden involves systems developers 
and programmers at several of the universities and authorities behind SBDI. 


Work tasks 


As a systems developer within SBDI at the Swedish Museum of Natural History, you will participate in the development 
work within the infrastructure and the coordination between our Swedish developers and international teams. You will 
contribute to the discussions both nationally and within the international developer consortium about the technology 
choices that are made. You will work closely with researchers to develop the infrastructure's functionality together with 
technicians and users in Sweden and abroad. You should be prepared to participate in conferences abroad and to travel to 
partners within and outside the country. 


Qualifications 


-You are a trained computer scientist, civil engineer with an IT specialization or have equivalent skills from relevant 
experience. 

-You have experience with system development in Java and JVM-based environments and are familiar with Spring Boot, 
Web Services (REST & SOAP), Hibernate/ORM, JPA, Groovy, Grails, Maven, and Gradle. 

-You have experience with RDBMS (e.g., MySQL, PostgreSQL), NoSQL databases (e.g., Cassandra, MongoDB), and 
search indices (e.g., SOLR, Elasticsearch). 

-You have good technical competence with container platforms such as Docker, Docker Swarm and Kubernetes. 

-You have good technical competence with DevOps methods such as CI/CD and Infrastructure as Code, automation as 
well as Git, Ansible and Jenkins. 

-You have a working knowledge of HTML, CSS, JavaScript with front-end development experience using Bootstrap, 
jQuery, React, and Angular. 

-You have good knowledge of English. 


It is a merit if you : 


-are experienced in Python or R, especially in the management of data pipelines. 

-are experienced in open source development in a distributed development environment. 
-are experienced in agile methodologies. 

-have good knowledge of Swedish. 


Important personal characteristics are to be well organised and have the ability to take own initiatives. You must also have 
excellent collaborating skills and the ability to communicate with others.
